London, March 2.— In the House of 
Lorda to-day tlio Hialiop of Clicstor intro- 
duced a bill which proposes to place tho 
retail sale of spirituous liquors under the 
control of local license boikrds, the profits to 
bo tlevotcd to tho reduction of tho rates. 
The Rcnoral outlinea of the plan are aiinilar 
to thoae of tho (iotlienburg aj'stcin, Tho 
Archbisliop of Cimtorbury, tlio Karl of 
Kimberley and tho Duke of Weatminstor 
apoko in favor of tbe,bill,and it then passed 
its first reading. Several members of the 
temperance contingent of the House of 
Commons listened to 'the debate on the bill. 
Subsequently in the lobbies they declared 
that thoy would not accept the measure. 

In the Iluuao of Commons, T. \V. HuBsell, 
Liberal- Unionist for South Tyrone, moved 
to adjourn in order to direct attention to 
tlie atateincnt of Justice 0'13rien at the 
opcninj,' of tlio Munster AsaizcB, that such 
lawleasuesa prevailed in Cimnty Claro that 
there wiia no eeeurity of life and property. 
A heated deb:vte followed. 

iMr. Jlorloy, Irisli secretary, and several 
Irish inenibers, denounced the' Justice's 
atateinont aa a misrepresentation of the (acta 
for politioiil purpoaea. Not only had there 
been no increaso of crima in County CLirc 
under tho present (joverniiient, tliuy con- 
tended, but, on tlic contrary, there hud been 
aaliglit but stciuly decrease.

The cardinals now in Rome mado a visit of 
congratulation to Ilia Holineea, who re- 
ceived them in tho Throne room of tlio 
A'atican.

Amidst 
many disillusiona and profound social and 
political upheavals, that enthusiasm showed 
that tho instincts of common salvation im- 
pelled people to cling closer to the bosom of 
the Church in which salvation was found, 
and to hold en firmly to the oomerstono, 
apart from which there was no cornerstoi.o 
id no basis for order.

preparing to forward his resignation on tho

KiNosTON, Jamaica, Marsh 2.— News has 

reached hero that President Hippolyto is 
determined to put an end to the enf?:ute3 
and incipient revolutions which have broken 
out in various sections of the black republic. 
While he does not think the troubles are at 
all serious, ho haa taken steps to atop thtm 
and pacify tho republic. At the head 
of a well-equipped army, ho haa started 
on a tour of the country and it ia not 
probable rioters or revolutioniata will 
meet with any considerable dcgroo of 
consideration ut his handa. A gun 
boat follows tho coast line within support 
iiig distance of Hippolytu'a column, ao aa to 
be able to give prompt assistance in case 
troublo arises in ony of the coast cities 
The Dominicana who sought refuge ii 
Hayti through the recent failure of the 
attempt to unseat President Heureux have 
been expelled from Haytian territory. 
This is regarded as an indication that there 
haa been a satisraotory arrangement made 
between Hippolyte and Heureux.

— The Proliibition 
question was fully discussed in the Legisla- 
ture last night. After several amendments, 
all of which were voted down, the memorial 
to tho Dominiou Government v/ns adopted 
by a vote of .36 to 1. Tho memorial uaka 
that, in view of tho recent plebiscite taken 
in Manitoba, tho Dominion Government 
shall with all convenient speed enact 
a law prohibiting the importation, manu 
ficture and sale of intoxicating liquora, aa a 
beverage, into or in the Province of Maui" 
toba. 

Tho following resolution haa been adopted 
by llie (Irand Orange Lodge in session here 
"That this (hand Lodge of Manitoba now 
aBHeiiibleil heartily symiiathizca with the 
Protestant brethren in Ireland on account 
of the threatened Roiiio-rulo ullliction 
about to be imposed upon thoin by British, 
or rather un-British statesmen ; that wo 
strongly protest against subjecting our fel- 
low Protestants to the tyrannical and un- 
scrupulous rule of the Irish priesthood ;

PRESBYTEEIAN SYNOD. 



Lively Debate on t^ie Troubles In St. 
Andmv's Chnrcli— J)eeisIoa 
Deferred. ' 



The Case of the Petitioners ana tlie 
Counter Statements Coa- 
sidered. 

Tho Sjnod resumed businesa yesterday 
morning ut 10 o'clock, when tho chair was 
taken by Ruv. Thoinna ScoXillar, the newly- 
elected moderator. Tho proceodinga were 
opened with prayer and the readUg of 
scripture. ' 

The first subject taken up was ocolesiua- 
tical legislation, which was reported upon 
by Rev, Dr. Campbell, on behalf of tho 
committee conaiatiiig of himself, Mr. Thorn- 
ton Foil and Dr. Milno. Thoir object was 
to secure such legislatioa for this ProviDco 
in ohurch matters as' was enjoyed in tho 
other provinces of tho Dominion. Such 
legislation was deemed advisable so aa to 
prevent any trouble as to ealo or transfer of 
property, etc. But tho eonimittoe, after 
consultation, doubted their powers to act, 
and thought it better that action should 
cmanato from tho Synod. He therefore pro- 
posed that a committee consisting of tho 
following bo appointed to seouro legislation 
for British Columbia, similar to that exist- 
ing in tho other provinces of tho Dominion : 
Dr. Milne, M.I'.P., Mr. Thornton Fell, Mr. 
J. C. Brown, M.P.P., and Rev. G. Murray. 

Rov. Mr. MoAdam suggested that Cal- 
gary and Kaniloops preabytoriea Bhould bo 
represented on tho committee. 

Rev. Mr. MacRao concurred. He thought 
it desirable that there should boa full repre 
sentation on the committee. 

Rov. Mr. Macleod suggested that it would 
ba better to have u committeo the members 
of which would bo on tho ground for action 
Tho committee suggested appeared to him 
to be a very good one. 

Rev. Mr. JloAdam moved that tho name 
of Rev. A. Lee, Kaniloops, bo added to the 
committee. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell approved of tho addi- 
tion, and the committee thus added to was 
approved of. 

Mr. Henderson rose to a question of privi 
logo. He explained that he had given a 
newspaper reporter a copy of tho petition 
sent in to the Presbytery on tho previous 
day, because be had been informed that a 
copy of the counter petition had been anp 
plied him. 

Rev. Mr, Macleod explained that there 
was no breach of trust in tho matter. In 
was better for all concerned that tho full 
facta should bo niado public. Tho docu 
menta had been read in public at the Prea 
bytery, and there waa therefore no harm in 
handing them over for publication. 

The case of tho troubles in St. Andrew's 
church, thus introduced, waa then taken 
up, Tho petition, counter petition, refer 
ence, etc., a summary of which has appear 
ed in tho Colonist, were read by the Clerk 
of the Synod. 

Mr. MoMicking, one of the petitioners, 
claimed tho right to file answers to tho 
counter petition, on tho ground that new 
matter had been introduced which they had 
had no opportunity of dealing with. 

Bov, Mr, Macleod — If this bo done, tho 
answers mast be handed in to the session, 
so that they may have an opportunity of 
dealing with them. 

Mr. J. B. Bobertsoa thought tho petition- 
ers should be afforded an opportunity of 
answering the new matter introduced. 

Bev. Mr, Macleod — That will mean that 
we car'"jw 30 on with this to-day. 

The Mouerator — If you insist upon this 
course I don't see how we can go on. 

Mr. McMiokiog — You will see that new 
matter has been introduced which we have 
had no opportunity cf t.nawering. 

The Moderator — But this is the case as it 
cornea to us from the Presbytery, aud I 
don't see that we can interfere with it now. 

Mr. Biillantyne — I was about to 

Rev. Mr. Macleod— I protest against this 
■ being gone into here. We have not said 
anything in thai document that is not borne 
cut by facts, and if tnis is done I shall cer- 
tainly apptal to tiie general assembly. 

Rev. Mr. McLelland suggested that as 
the peiitioners would have a full oppor- 
tunity of speaking, they could accomplish 
their end in that way, without asking to 
givo a written reply to what they claimed 
to be new matter. There were ten names 
to the petition and the other side was 
represented by, he supposed, the session 
and the congregation. Now, as they could 
not bear from every member of the congre- 
gation, he suggested that each side should 
appoint two or three representative speak- 
ers. 

Kev. Mr. Macleod named Rev. Mr. Win- 
chester, Dr. Miluo and himself, should the 
Doctor bepresent, to represent the session's 
coDtoulioug. 

Mr. Baliantyne thought it an injustice to 
limit the number. 

Bev. Mr. Macleod— Let them all come 
forward— the more they say the better 
for us. 

It was agreed not to limit the number of 

speakers. 

Mr. Baliantyne then called for the pro- 
duction of the minutes of the managers of 
the ehurcli, tho minutes of the congrega- 
tional meeting held on tho 16ch October, 
the niiiiuies of tho se^iBiou, the statement 
submitttd 10 tho munagera on October 21, 
tho resolulioa .submitted by the Board of 
Mauugera to bring tho matter before the 
Presbytery, a copy uf the inatructions to 
tho managers fient to the pastor, and the 
pastor's reply thereto, tho annual statement 
submitted at the last congiogation:il meet- 
ing, a statement as to tho number of cir- 
culars sent out by the clerk of the session 
and tho replies received to those circulars, 
and a statement showing the collections in 
the church siuce January last. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod— Then wo might aa 
well adjourn thia until the next meeting of 
the Synod. There are papers mentioned 
that cannot and will not ba produced hero 
to-day, and if it is insisted that they shall, 
then it is evident that we cannot go on. 

The Moderator— Wo arc dealing with the 
case as it comes to us, and if you insist 
upon tho production of these papers, 1 
think wo must refer you back to tho Pres- 
bytery. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod— In the counter- 
petition it is stated that tho minutes are 
produced. The minutes of the managers' 
meeting and those of the session are here, 
and if you wont oxtraots from them they 
will bo hand! d in to the Synod, but not 
placed in the hands of theso men, 

Mr, Robertson explained that tho peti- 
tioners wore ail'ordcd no opportunity of 
refuting the charges preferred against them 
at tho I'ruabyteiy. Thty gob half an hour 
to look over tho counter-petition, and when 
thoy returned Rev. Mr. Young "sprung" 
a resolution upon them referring the whole 
matter to tlio Synod. 

After some further diacussion, it waa 
decided to proceed with tho case. 

Mr, Robertson proceeded to read the , 



counter-petition and the answer of thepeti 
tionors to^the same. 

From these tho following quotations aro 
made : 

" Reply tc pir. 1 — A? to tv.'o-thirila of 
the elders and tho botrd of n;anagera re- 
signing : Dp to tho middle of October laac 
tho session conaibted of six members, four 
of whom, Messrs. McKillioaD, Henderson, 
liryden and MoMicking,' resigned. On .list 
October all tho elective managers resigned 
with tho exception of one member, who waa 
in Europe, and who upon his return sent in 
his resignation. Previously to the resigna 
tion of theso elders, calls were made from 
the pulpit for congregational meetings, for 
tho purpose of receiving nominations for sis 
elderii. At the first meeting ten naiiteEi'were; 
proposed, two of whom declined nomination 
and four who were not present subsequent 
ly' refused to act, At the second meeting 
two new names were submitted, thus com- 
pleting the six asked for bv the session. 
I'tiise wore declared duly eleoted, Subee 
qucutly four of these elders elect resigned, 
before ordination, owing to the difTerencos 
existing between the pastor and tho congre 
gation. -Thus eight elders, including four 
elders elect, have resigned since the deliver 
anca of the address from the pulpit of 10th 
October last. 

"The lato board had no knowledge of any 
petition having been in circulation, neither 
did unj' discuesion take place in tho board 
as to tho pastor's resignation, nor were 
thoy in any souse reaponsiblo for the utter- 
ances of the public press. 

"Tho congregational meeting referred to 
on page 2 of the counter petition, was called 
by "the session at the special request of tho 
then board of managers, for the purpose of 
replacing the matter before tlio people. 
This retiueat from the then board of man 
agera was necessary, for tho reason that tho 
pastor had failed to givo clleet to a declar- 
ation contained in a communication ad 
dresaed to tho chairman of tho board of 
numagers, under dalu 01 7lh Uotobor, last, 
in which ho stated among other things, 
' unless I receive before Sabbath a definite 
pro niso of payment within tho next few 
days I will bring tho whole subject of our 
financial position before tho congregation 
and ask them to relievo mo of my responsi 
bilities, or to protect me against such ticat' 
nient as I have now to complain of. I call 
your attention to tho following facts which 
it would bo well tor tho board to consUler. 
The law and usage of e ur church is to pay 
salaries in advance, I was promised pay- 
ment in advance when I came hero and as 
a matter of fact have received payment in 
advance for the last four years.' 

"Thus the impression suggested by thia 
paragraph is not consistent with facta." 

The following is a copy of the request 
sent to the session asking them to call the 
lust mentioned congregational meeting : — 
" ' Resolved — That the board cf managers 
request the session to call a dongregatiunal 
meeting at tho earliest possible date to take 
into considuration the statement made by 
Mr. Macleod about the managers of tho 
church and other matters of interest to tho 
church and congregation.' 

"In reference to the vote taken at tho 
meeting of the 24th October last, it is 
necessary to state that while the vote atood 
82 to 6-1 against tho managers, the I'.i man- 
agers present refrained from voting, 11 of 
whom would have voted 'yes,' and five 
members of the pastor's family were present 
and voted presumably ' no.' 

" At the meeting of the Ijlat October, called 
to receive tho reaignation of tho then board 
of managers and elect their successors, tho 
retiring board supported their election by 
acclamation. 

" Tho immediate resignation of three 
members of tho new board is sufficient evi- 
dence that it was not in tn'.ire sympathy 
with tho pastor. 

" Roply to paragraph .')— It has not been 
apaorted that any differences exist between 
tho pastor and the offioe-bearera of tho 
church, but it has been asserted that the 
differences existing between the pastor and 
congregation affect the usefulness of tho 
pastor, session and office-bearers of the 
church. 

" That at the annual congregational 
meeting of 23rd January last, eight niaua- 
were elected by a congregation which 
just cast a vote adverse to the pastor, 
those who were not in sympathy with 
Btor so desired they could have elect- 
ht members of the board out of the 
elected members, who would have 
been in accord with the majority of the 
congregation. 

"Reply to par. -I. — Referenco tn the 
pastor's sermons and letters will siifiiciently 
show ' who have been studying tho things 
which make for peace.' 

" Reply to par. '> — In repTy to tho first 
part of this section we respectfully state 
that the annual congregational meeting, 
duly announced for three consecutive Sun- 
days, was unusually largely attended on 
account of the urgent appeal from tho pulpit 
in the following terms : ' That all should 
bo there, and only tho providence of God 
should prevent their attendance and that if 
any absented themselves that he (the pastor) 
would know what it meant.' 

" That at the meeting called for the fol- 
lowing Monday evening, the 30th January, 
it was well kaown from the pulpit an- 
nouncements that an effort would be made 
to rescind the resolution of the former 
meeting, as the pastor had announced after 
the veto at the aOnual meeting of 2,'ird 
January that ho would take an early oppor- 
tunity of calling the congregation together 
to ascertain whether they wished him to 
continue as their pastor or not ; and while 
the evening w is cold, it was not more so for 
those in accord v/ith the pastor than for 
those opposed to him. 

" In regard to the reault of tlio circular 
dated 7lh February, isaued to 'all tho 
members and adlierenta of the congrega- 
tion,' about i)(jO in number, it ia Btafeil that 
150 allirmative answers have been received. 
It would appear from thia that about .'ifiO 
menibi'ra and adherents do not feel diaprjaed 
to pledge themselves to support tho pastor. 
Attention ia particularly drawn to the 
peculiar wording of the ijuestiou appended 
to the circular ; 

Aro you satisfied with the action of 
tlio pastor in voluntai ily offering to accept 
J,'),<1UU aa hia ealury for thia year, and will 
you suatain the pastor, tho seaaion and the 
managers in carrying on tho work of the 
church ? ' 

If tho question had read ' aro you will- 
ing to suHtain the session and the managers 
in carrying on the work of tho church ? ' wo 
believe that the congregation would have 
unanimously answered 'yes.' 

"Wo desire to state thai; thia ia nrt a 
(iiesticn in which the congregati.in is at 
iai ne with the session and ma'.iAgore, 'sat it 
is a question between the pastor and the 
congregation only. 

"When at the annual meeting the 
amendment to the annual report was about 
to bo put Mr. Macleod stated that he 
might raise objections, but believing it to 
bii" a representative meeting he would 
nob stand on technicalities, but. would 
put tho motion and abide tho re- 
sults ; and, said he, ' fricndj, you know 
vlirtt that means, if thia amendment ia 
punaed I go; I will not remain aa p.iator of 
St. Andrew'.-J church, Victoria, for i-'2,l)(J() ' 
Wiien, however, the amendinunt v/aa pahscd 
Mr. Macleod said ho would not be guided

THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

We have received a hnndsomo pamphlet 
containing the Directors' Reports ot tho 
Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospiwl, incor- 
porated 1800, together with lists of sub- 
49oriptiona, grants, donations, Dr. J. S. 
Helnioken's address on tbe openinj; of the 
Training School for nurses, as well as other 
inforDiation respecting the working of the 
institutiou and tho results obtained. 

The pamphlet contains the skeleton of the 
history of the Hospital from its inception to 
tho Slat of May, 1892, There is much that 
has been said and done in connection with 
, the Inatitution that cannot be included in a 
'dry official report, for which facts and 
figures are all that are required. Nothing, 
for instance, ia said of the diaiutereatpd cx 
ertiona of tho men and women v.'iio took the 
Srst stops in tho execution of the project, 
the diiEculties and discouragements 
wbioh they had to face, or the way 
in which those difficulties and disooorage- 
menta were met and overcome. The Reports, 
•too, are modestly silent respecting the 
-work which the directors had to do and tho 
aacriSces which tiioy so cheerfully made, 
Tbe undertaking was an arduous one, and 
fib can easily be understood that it was not 
'•brought to its present condition— a model 
'hospital in almost every respect — without 
miuch hard work and a great deal of worry 
;and anxiety. But there ia nothinR said in 
tho Reports about tho labors and tho trials 
of the men who took an active part in estab- 
lishtag the Hospital, in putting it in opera- 
' tion and in keeping it in working order. 
All this will bo read between tho linos of 
tho book by a few. But the difiiculty of 
the work which these larno-hearteil and dis- 
interested men undertook and carried 
through to a most creditable and happy 
oompletion will, to the great majority of its 
readers, remain a profound secret. Tho men 
who established theHospital must bo content 
with the consciousDCSs of having done well, 
of having conferred a benefit of inoatimablo 
value on the aufforera of present and future 
generations. Many of them may have done 
good by stealth, but it is now pretty certain 
that they will never have to blush to find it 
fame. 

lb is perhaps to be regretted that tho 
reader will not find In the Reports any direct 
hint as to the excellence of the finished work 
of the directors. A little egotism— if it can 
be called egotiam — on this auhjeot would 
have been oxcuaablo, or rather commend- 
able. It is for the good of the people of 
British Columbia that they should know 
tho provision that ia made for tho sick iir.d 
tho .suli'iuiiig in tho Provincial Jubilee Hoi- 
pital. It wotild be but justice to the mun- 
ugcr3 of tho hoapital and lo tho hoapUal 
itself that it should ho generally known that 
its doors are open to all who need careful 
nursing and skillful medical and surgical 
treatment, no matter to what nation they 
may belong or in what p irt of the Province 
they may reside. ^Vo see by the Hat that tho 
patients treated in the hospital OamSDOt only 
from all parts of the Province but 
from the Northwest Territories from On- 



tario, from Nova Scotia, from California, 
from other states of the Union and from 
various other parts of the world, that they 
were of many religions and of divers ooon- 
pationSr The diseases forjwbioh they .were 
treated would almost exhaust ' the list of 
ilia to which flesh is iicir. 

Althougli there ia no hint of it in the Re- 
ports, all these suti'ering men and women re- 
ceived the most careful attendance. Comforts 
and appliances were within the reach of the 
poorest of them which cannot bo found in 
tho homes even of the richest people. They 
all, whether they could pay for it or not, 
had the advantage of tlio attention of phy- 
sicians and surgeons of known skill and 
high repute. Their surroundings were aa 
pleasant as it is possible for the surround- 
ings of tho sick to be. They breothed pure 
air and tho cheering light of Heaven was 
liberally distributed through their apart- 
ments. Tlicir food was t lO best ot its 
various kinds and was skillfully and caro- 
fully prepared. In short, everything 
was done that oould be done to alleviate 
BufTering and to ensure tho recovery of the 
patients. Ouo haa only to go through the 
hospital and to examiue the arrangeinonta 
that are mc.de for tho cure and care of the 
patients to bo coaviucod that tho chances of 
recovery must bo K^i^ter than they can bo 
almost anywhere elso. But the Reports do 
not say this. Tho Report for 1891-92, for 
instance, tolls us that thcro wero30 patients 
in the institution on the first of June ; that 
■142 wore admitted during tho year and .'iOG 
discharged; that37died,andtliatattheeud of 
thoyeartherewereSS patients in tho Hospital. 
Wo also read that, besides tho 472 patientii 
who wore treated in the Hospital, 180 out- 
patients received medical attendance. Thia 
makes a total of G72 persona who benefited 
by tho Hospital during tho year ending 
31st May, 1892. Those figures do not tell 
the whole story or anything like it. Those 
who want to realize the good done to the 
poor and the stranger when they are over- 
taken by sickness in thia City or this Pro- 
vince must viait the Hospital themaclvea 
and see with their own eyes what is being 
done for them by the institution. 

Thcro is, however, one table in the Report 
which speaks volumes in favor of the Hos- 
pital and the skill of its surgeons. This is 
a list of 219 surgical operations. The word 
that is written <tfter all but five names on 
this long list is "Recovered." Thia is, we 
should say, something very reraarkablo. 
We see by a note at tbe foot of this list thut 
"from the establishment of the Hospital 
until the present date over one thousand 
patients have been anestbetised by Di'. 
Richardson, the Resident Medical Officer, 
without ono accident." Thia Is also very 
remarkable. 

We have not left ouraeh'os room to say 
anything about bow the Jubilee has been 
supported in the past and how it ought to 
be supported In the future. The finances 
of tho inatitution have been carefully 
and economically administered, ludi- 
viduala have contributed nobly to 
its suppjrt, but many who ought to 
have cheerfully done something to keep up 
this beneficent institution have done nothing 
or next to nothing. It is to be hoped that 
as the Hospital becomes bettor known, and 
as information aa to the good that it io do- 
ing and that it ia capable of doing, ia moro 
widely disseminated, a far greater number 
than hitherto will see it to be their duty 
to give something every year to maintain it 
and to increase its efficiency. 

It should bo remembered that every 
patient who is treated in tho Hospital 
must bo paid for by some one. Tho 
Hospital has no revenue of its own. It 
must depend for the means of existence on 
tho humanity and the liberality of the peo- 
ple. It is to be hoped that the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria will see that it is 
both its interest and its duty to contribute 
handsomely towards tho support of an in- 
atitution which does the citizens auch valu- 
able service, and which reflects such credit 
upon the city. 

Dr. Helmcken's address, which iseinbodied 
in the Report, is chaructoristio of its 
author. No intelligent person can read it 
without being convinced that it is the pro- 
duction of a clear-headed and large-hearted 
and tender-heorted man. 



A PBRNimOUS INFLUENCE. 

The levity with whioh the Times speaks 
of resistance to persons who may be en- 
trusted with thcjworlt of enforcing tho rules 
and regulations of tho lio.ird of Health ia 
not creditable to cither ita intelligence or 
its public spirit. If it doea not mean what 
it says, aud does not wish to bo taken at ita 
word, it places itself in the disgraceful 
position of those who do mischief for moro 
sport. There are no doubt persona in tho 
cnmniunily who are siriiplo enough to be- 
linvp that it ia ill earnest, and who, follow- 
ing ita teacliinga, may coneidcr that tlicy 
are justified in rcsini.ing tho laws made for 
tho preservation of tbe publio health and in 
doing violence to the men whose duty it 
will bo to ouforoe those laws. If the Times 
believes what it says, it must bo sot down 
aa an ignorant and a miachiuvous stirrer-up 
of strife. 

In this matter of tho preservation of 
the public health the Qovernment sbonld 
be able to depend with confidence 
upon the zealous support of every

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man of intelligence in tho Province 
and every ono whoso duty it is to advise 
the pubUc : t-l^he measures ;«^bioh boards of 
health are cometimes obliged to take appear 
to unreflecting ond ignorant people inquisi- 
torial and arbitrary — infringenienta on tho 
rights of tho subject. Thiiy therefore feel 
inclined to resist them and, if they got 
encouragement from those whom they re- 
spect, their indignation may find expression 
in strong language followed by acts of 
violence. On tho other hand, if those to 
whom they generally look for advice tell 
them that tho regulations, stringent aa they 
are, are necessary for their own good and 
for the good of tho rest of tho community, 
they would be led to see the folly and the 
wickedness of the course they proposed to 
take. 

W e are sorry to see that the Times takes 

upon itself tho responsibility of coun- 
tenancing and encouraging acts that may 
lead to harm, and of systematically belittling 
the means and tho regulations which any 
government must take to waul off disease 
and to prevent its spreading if unfortun- 
ately it should gain a foothold in the 
country. Wo are tho moro surprised at its 
taking thia cnurao, as last summer when 
the danger was imminent, when it appeared 
certain that if aomothing wcro not done 
promptly and energetically to stay tho 
course of the plague, this city would be a 
great BulTerer, it approved the adoption of 
tho very means which it now derides and 
condemns. It is a good deal worse than 
foolish iu our contemporary attributing to 
personal motives tho precautions which tho 
rremior is wisely taking to preserve the 
publio health in view of a visitation of 
either cholera or smallpox — in, it niay be, a 
few weeka. Wo wonder that it does not 
aee tho pettiness and tho ahallowncss as 
well as tho evil tendency of tlio personal 
politics to which it haa boon so long 
addicted. If it could only forget for a 
while its personal antipathies and could 
lay aside ita vindlctivenesa, its usefulness 
would be much increased and it would, in 
tho eatimation of thinking men, become 
greatly more respectable.

Kaslo ia now booming and two now hotels 
aro being built to accommodate the steady 
throng of new-comers." 

"What's the matter with your voice?" 
queried one of tho crowd around tho Occi- 
dental stove, 

" Nothing much," wheezed tho old man, 
but I'll tell you about it. You see I spent 
three years mining up in Alaska, and tho 
last year mo and iny partner struck u 
prospect on Mt, St. Eliaa, about 12,000 foot 
up from tho sea level. Well, the air was 
pretty thin, but everything went all right 
until we got in about twenty feet, then, do 
you know, the pressure was so low that the 
air would not go into the tunnel at all.

Br. J. 0. Davio Keports to the GoV' 
ernment— His Views ou the 
Best Metliods to Adopt. . 



During tho present year an invasion of 
oholora is expected in America, and in view 
of this anticipated dasger,'aotiTe prepara 
tions ore being made in various quarters to 
meet it. The Dominion Government Ima 
taicen ttie preliminary steps, and early Inst 
month tho Minister of Agriculture officially 
requested tho viirioua Provinciul Goveru- 
monla to send reprceeutativca to a confer- 
ence tD be held in Ottawa. Tile invitation 
was accepted generally, each of the Pro- 
' vinoes, with the single exception of Nova 
Scotia, responding by sending delegates 
to tho conference. From British Co- 
lumbia, Dr. J. C. Duvio, tlio Pro- 
vincial Health Olliccr, waa sent, and while 
ho did not arrive iu time to attend all the 
seaaions, ho 'wus well converaunt with all 
that waa done. Ilia views wore heard uud 
rcBohitioiia were adopted embodying them. 

Dr. Davio has, since hia return, made a 
report of his visit to the Government and 
having done so, he felt at liberty, when in- 
terviewed by a Colonist reporter, to give a 
brief outline of what was done at tho con- 
ference. He said : 

" The objucta of the conference aa stated, 
•were two-iold, (first) to consider tho rehi- 
tions between Provincial and Dominion 
sanitation, and (second) tho question 
of devising a method for collect- 
ing and publishing health statistics to 
bo common to tho Dominion and the 
Province. At the first meeting Mr. Lowe, 
Deputy Miaiater of Agriculture, was in tho 
oliair, there being present the following 
gentiemen: From Ontario — Hon. Mr. 
Haroourt, Hon. Mr. Gibson, Hon. Mr. 
Bronson, Dr. Casaidy, president of the 
]^ovineiai Board of Health, and Dr. Bryce, 
Beoretary ; from Quebec— Hon. L. P. Pelle- 
tier, Dr. E. P. Lachapello, president Board 
of Health, and Dr. E. Pelletier, secretary ; 
■ from New Brunswick — Hon. James Mit- 
chell; Ironi Manitoba — Dr. O'Donnell ; 
from Prince Kdward Island — Hon. Senator 
Macclonald and Mr. L. H. Davies, M.P. 
Dr. F. iMontizumlitrt, superintendent of 
tho St. Lawrence quaiaii tines, waa also pre- 
sent by requeat. iifter a general discus- 
sion, a committee waa appointed to report 
in brief form the several duties and reapon- 
sibilitiea to be assumed respectively by tho 
Dominion and the Provinces in the matter 
of taking precautions against and dealing 
■with ouy threatened invas-'oti of Asiatic 
cholera. Tho members of this sub-commit- 
teo were : Dra. Caasidy and Bryce, from 
Ontario ; Dr. Lachapello and Dr. Pelletier, 
from Quebec ; Hon. Mr. Mitchell, from 
Now Brunswick ; Dr. O'Donnell, from 
Manitoba ; and Senator Macdonald, from 
Prince Edward. Island. This committee 
presented a lengthy report, of which tho 
following is a summary : 

"1 — That quarantine stations at Grosse 
Islo, Halifax, St. John and Williams Head, 
B.C., be equipped with deep water wharves, 
steam cylinders, tanks for bi-chloride of 
mercury solution, sulphur di-oxide blaats, 
suitable water supplies, hospital and aeoom* 
modation buildings and other requirements 
as Mr'fifst-olass 'statioos, and that Ghatban], 
K.B., be also equipped for a quarantine 
station on the Gulf eoast. 

' ' 2— For tho inspection by medieal officers 
at ports of entry from the United States, such 
ports of entry to bo equipped with diain- 
footing plant, houses of detention, etc., and 
that at Winnipeg, tho entrepot of immi- 
grants East and West, n fully equipped 
quarantine station ho established. 

"U — Tho appointment of an experienced 
Federal quarantine officer to direct such 
quarantine ineaaurea us tho emergency 
demands for the protection of tho country 
and for the protection of stations. 

"•1— For the inspection of vessels from 
forcit;n ports before receiving customs entry. 

"5— For tho disinfection of bacgage. 

"G— For the disinfection of vessels hav- 
ing (iiaease on board. 

"7 — For tho detention of veesela having 
diaenae on board. 

" 8 and 9 — For tho following and tracing 
of puBBCDgera who have como on infected 
ships. 

"10— Should tho United States Govern- 
ment adopt a twenty days' quarantine 
against cholera in 189.3, the Federal Govern- 
ment of Canada will enforce tho same rule 
against immigrants who may wish to travel 
from European porta through Canada to the 
United States. 

"11— To proUbit importation of raga, 
eto. 

" 12 — For the disinfection of merchandise 
vhioh is susceptible of infection. 

" With reference to the oolleotion of vital 
Btatiitics, eto., a resolution to the following 
effect was carried : 'That in tho opinion 
of the conference it is desirable that the 
Federal and Provincial authorities co-oper- 
ate in tho work of compiling and puhliahiiig 
tho vital statistics for tho Dominion, the 
cost to be divided between the Federal and 
aever.il Provincial Ciovernments on a basis 
somewhat similar to tho following ; (a) 
That the amount paid for registration be an 
equal charge upon tho Federal and any Pro- 
vincial Government collecting tlio samo ; 
(h) That in any caao the amount of indem- 
nity paid by tho Federal (Jovernment for 
the collection of returns by any Provinciul 
registration bureau shall be mado on the 
basis of the relative number of registrations 
returned ; (c) For uniform Gchedulea and 
forma for returns.' 

"Now," continued Dr. Davie, "you 
will understand that all this had been done 
when 1 reached Ottawa. 1 was cordially 
received by the members of tho conference, 
who held another meeting on Wednesday 
evening February 1, at which meeting I 
waa present and stated my views verbally. 
One nf the important matters which the 
conference waa to consider was that relating 
to Provincial sanitation, and this had been, 
by oversight, I presume, neglected. The 
resuK of my remarks was that a resolution 
' moved by Dr.rBryoe and seconded by D. 
' O'Donnell was carried, embodying the fol- 
lowing teoomniendationa to Provincial 
health ortjanizations to thoroughly carry out 
tho work of municipal inspection with re- 
gard to (a) proteofcioo of public water sup- 
plies, (ii) the disposal of garbage 
systematically, (r) tho diapo.sal of 
manure and lane and road refuse ; (d) the 
cleansing of pulluiod creeks, bays, etc., in 
thn varicius niiniii;i|),ilitien along the lines of 
railway and olsewliero, and that tlio munici- 
palities bo reijuired to supply medical olli- 
cers, places of detention and diainfeotiug 
appliances as may bo necessary for any cases 
ot oliolera wliich might occur within Pro- 
vincial jurisdiction. 

"Another reaolution waa passed urging 
tho various Provincial Lcgisiatures to take 
early action, both for their own protection 
and for that of neighboring provinces. 

"In what you have there now/' continued 



tho doctor, "is tho whole subatanco of what 
was done. Subsequently I wrote a letter to 
Mr. Lowe, tho deputy minister of agricul 
culture, at his request, with an expression 
of my views. This letter has been 
copied for each of tho members. 
In it I called attention to the 
double lino of defence — first quarantine 
regulations, second internal preparation 
and brielly detailed what I thought ought 
to bo dono. But, whilo ib is well to nuiko 
preparations, whilo theso recommendatione 
of the comndtteo, if acted upon, will bo of 
groat use in preventing tho disease, there is 
another way and a bettor. Tho Govern 
ment ought to stop all immigration for tho 
season. Dirty people, tho scum and off- 
soouringa of Europe, arc the ones that bring 
disease, and while it may retard for a year 
tho settlement of certain sections of tho 
country, better that than that tho disease 
should gain a foothold, decimate tho popu 
lation, cost money and lives and cause gen 
eral consternation. That is the tiue pro- 
phylactic, and I hope it will be the one 
adopted."

Tho C. P. N. Company, of which 
Capt. John Irving is manager, has decided 
to put two steamers on the route and have 
ono leavo Victoria every Monday erening. 
Tho steamer Princess Louise, which now 
runs regularly to Fraaer River points, will 
shortly bo taken olT that run and with the 
Danube, the present Northern steamship of 
the company, will carry on the Northern 
buaiiieaa. It is probalilo tliat tho new 
schedule will go into etreot. about the loth 
inat., when tho Danube linishea her present 
trip. Capt. Irving saya if shippers patron- 
ize tho lino as they should ho will contiinte 
tho service — the existing freight rates to be 
continired. Tho steaniera are large aiul 
commodious and will no doubt give every 
satisfaction to both travellers and shippers. 
Tho company have not decided whnt ves- 
sel they will put on the Alaska route. 

TUB LAST OF TIIH FLICKT. 

Tlie schooners Oscar aud Hattie, San Jose 
and ono or two others, are the only sealing 
craft now in port which are going to sea 
thia season. There are, however, three or 
four veaaels which will not bo fitted up for 
sealing purposes this year, and they etill lie 
undisturbed at the head of the harbor. 
Yesterday tho Walter A. Earle, Capt. A. 
Balcoin, was towed out beyond Race Rocks 
by the tug Constance ; she will be followed 
by the Wanderer and Mountain Chief to- 
day. The latter two cleared at the oustoni 
house yesterday, and like the former will 
hunt on this coast. The Mountain Chief, 
a Siwash schooner, will have but one white 
man on board, viz: Lorenz Guptel, who 
leaves on her as navigator and interpreter 
combined. ' Capt. H. Paxton commands the 
Wanderer this year, and he will have a mixed 
crew of Indians and whites. The Walter 
A. Earle being the largest of the three 
vessels, has a crew of 23 whites, 

OF INTEKEST TO NAVKIATOIiS. 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer of yester- 
day contains the following dispatch from 
Port Townsend, which may be of interest 
as well as importance to local navigators : 
Capt. J. B. Libby reported to the hydro- 
graphic office that the tug Sea Lion struck 
a hidden rock off Rooky Point last Satur- 
day, which is not marked on the charts. 
The bearings of the rock are as follows : 

Point Wilson light bearing E. by N. I N ; 
Violet Point, on Protection laland, S- W. ^ 
S.; Middle (or Rock) Point, S. E. by S. 3 
S. ; brroy off Rooky Point, S. B. by i E. 1 
mile distant, all bearings being given mag- 
netic. 

Tho same rock was first atruck by the 
late Capt. A. B. Govo in 18(11, but ite exict 
location waa never determined until tho Sea 
Lion fouled it last Saturday. SoiiudinKS 
have been taken within nlteen feet of it, 
and twelve to twenty fathonia of water is 
marked on the charts. The rock is of a 
peaked shape aud a very dangerous obstacle 
to navigation, being in tho pathway of ves- 
sels hound in and out of the straits. At 
low tide the rock is covered with iiiue feet 
of water. An effort will be mado to locate 
the rock with a buoy. 

NOT THE BLANCHARD. 

Mnjiir J. Wilson, agent of the Portland 
Mercbaiith' S. S. Coinpuny, says there is no 
truth iu tho report that the steamer Alice 
Blanchard ia to replace the Wilmington. 
Ho ia inclined to think that tlio Haytian 
Republic, which ia now on tho route, will 

rry on the business alone until such a 
tiino at leaat as trade ia lAuch brisker than 
it is at present.

PEOVINOIAL LBGISLiTUBE. 

Third Session of (he Sixth Parlluneut. 

TWENXyisicOND' DAY. 

Thursday, March 2, 1893. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2 o'clock. 
Prayers by Rev, Canon Bounlanda. 

IIKI'OI'.TS OF CO.MMITTICliS. 

Mr. Makti.v, from the Private Bills com- 
ndtteo, reported the bill to incorporate the 
Y.M.C.A. at Vancouver, with amendments. 
Also tho bill to incorporate tho British Colum- 
bia CoUogo. With regard to the bill to in- 
corporate the Kaalo Eleotrio Light and 
Tramway Company, the comndtteo reported 
tho preamble proved so far aa tho notices re 
water works and oleotiic light aro con- 
cerned, but that no notice seemed to. have 
been given as to the tramway. 

The report was received.' 

.MEDHAI. ACT AMKNDJIEST HILL. 

Du. Watt moved to amend tho .Medical 
Act Amendment bill by adding a ciauao 
which would prevent litigation by declaring 
all fees which have hitherto been paid to the 
Medical Council to have been legally im- 
posed. 

Tho clairso carried, and the report of the 
committee was adopted, 

JIDNlCirAI, ACT AJIIiSD.MENT. 

When tho order for committee on tho 
bill to amend the Municipal act was called, 

llo.v. Col, Bakkr suggested that inas- 
much as there was anotlier bill to the same 
effect (Mr. Kitchen's) it would be well to 
refer the two billa to committee at the same 
time, BO as to avoid confusion. 

Hon. Mk. Bf.avicn said that tho two hills 
were ([uito diU'erent. 

Tho House then went into committee of 
tho whole on the bill, Mr. Seniliii in the 
chair. 

Mil. Bkow.s moved to amend Sec. -',] of 
tho Municipal act, 1S92, in such way as to 
extend the franchise and prevent anyone 
voting in more than ono ward. In support 
of his amendment ho claimed that the 
present system was so cumbrous that it 
could not ho worked Buccesafuriy, and ho 
wished to substitute a aimpler and more 
workable form. 

Hon. Mk. Beavek opposed tho amend- 
ment. He believed in manhood suffrage for 
the Legislature ; but did not think it would 
bo right fur tho city councils. Ho 
arguecl that the corporation was 
just like a joint stock company, the 
directors being tho aldermen, and it waa a 
principle whioh might be taken as estab- 
lished that every director should own a 
cerrain amount ot stock in the concern, iu 
ether words, the aUlermen should have a 
certain property (lualiticatioo. The argu- 
ments advanced by the hon. member for 
New Westminster (Mr. Brown) were indeed 
plausible, hut wbon examined they were 
found fallacious. 

Hon. Col. Baker drew attention to the 
fact that the amendment proposed required 
that a property holder attest to the bona 
Jiihs of the man who waa asking for a vote. 
This showed that tho principle had to bo 
recognized that a property qualification was 
neeeaEary in some cases at least. If tho 
principle was right it was right at all times 
and iu all places, but it could not bo half 
right and half wrong. 

Hon. Mr. Davih said he thought the 
amendment was introduced as a joke in the 
first place, and he did not think tho mover 
intended toaeriously press it. Tho amend- 
ment struck directly at tho rciotof tho princi- 
ple of municipal government, and was sub- 
servient of all those well understood princi- 
ples laid down for good government in 
municipalitiea. Its tendency was to re- 
duce the thrifty and hard working- 
man to the samo footing aa the 
drone and tho sluggard. There must be a 
reward to merit, and tho man who just 
lived on the exertions and labor of his tel- 
low men should not be placed on the same 
footing as men who worked hard aud did 
the country some good. Be was glad to 
hear hon. members of the House, independ- 
ent of politics, oppose the amendment. 

Mb. FoBSTBB supported tlia amendment. 
He claimed thtft the majority of tho people 
of. New Westminster wanted it. 

Mr. Brown assured the hon. AttoAiey- 
General that there waa no joke in the amend- 
ment, and that tho great majority of people 
in British Columbia wanted it. If anyone 
wanted to find tho enemies of tho common- 
wealth and of good government, look for 
them amongst the rich or moneyed men in 
the city. He ridiculed the joint stock com- 
pany idea, wliich he said mado him sick and 
weary and did not apply at all. Hon. 
mcmhera who did not agree with the pro- 
posed amcndmenta had better stuily tho 
question. Jf they wanted tutors he could 
lind them dozens of men working with their 
coats oil" at the plow -tail and at tho bench 
who could give them lessons for all time to 
como in political economy and economi- 
cal science. (Laughter.) He would go 
further and say that if tho House 
did not agree with tho principle of the 
amendment it was because it did not repre- 
sent tho country. 

Hon. Mu. Poolkv oppoaed tho amend- 
ment, whioh would give those who had no 
interest iu tho city nn opportunity of dic- 
tating to those who had, and of taxing their 
property and spending their money. People 
wanted to deal with their own property and 
spend their own money. 

Mb. Hunter drew the attention of tho 
Houae to the fact* that tho (;ity Council of 
New Westminster, whioh had been asked to 
endorse the amendment, had refused to do 
BO, and had referred it to a committee, 
which would evidently report against it. 

The amendment waa lost. 

Various clauses of Hon. Mr. IJoaven's bill 
w'ere discuBsed up to sec. 20. 

Tho committee then rose, reported pro- 
gresR and asked leave to sit again. 

The House adjourned at 6;'20 p.m.

BCEKE FHOil "LADV WIXDKU.MEHK'S FAK." 

Wlienever a play is found to contain 
■numbers of brilliant epigrams, those dra- 
matic critics wlio do not know exiictly 
what to say, nnd yet foeL that it is neces- 
sary to discouat such unusual brightn£ss, 
generally dispose ot tho mattei- by an- 
nouncing in n ponderously pedantio mannev 
that "tho author has evidently read Rochc- 
foucnuld." This criticism has been ap- 
plied to Oscar Wilde, and it is the greatest 
compliment that could be paid to "Lady 
■Winderraero's Fan." It is undoubtedly 
-true that Mr. Wildo has rend Rochefou- 
cauld, but it is equally true that nuuiy of 
tho smart sayings with which his play 
abounds are wortliyof n placo beside tlie 
best thouglitsof tlio great French master 
of epigram. 

■ Didactically, Oscar Wilde's dr.ima docs 
not amount to much. It does not pretend 
to teach a lesson. It paints n certain pha.so 
of English society as it is — not as it ought 
to bo. It may bo contended that it ex;fg- 
gerates somewhat, and I havu no doubt 
that it does, but tliis is permissible on tho 
stage, provided the accentuation of the 
typo does not j^o to tho length of distortion. 

Tho ch.'iractei'S in "Lady Windermere's 
Tan" are all clear cut and appear to bo 
drawn with e.xct'ptioiial fidelity. Tlie 
clima.xcs ara strong, especially tho ono at 
tho end of tlio third act, wliicli is really in- 
tense, and is brought about without the 
aid of ordinary theatric devices. Alto- 
j;ether "Lady Windermere's Fan" is one of 
the best society plays seen In New York 
lor several seasons. The American rights 
are owned by Manager Charles Frohman, 
but it is presented by Mr. A. M. Palmer's 
•company, a special arrangement to that 
. -«nd having been entered into by these 
prominent theatrical promoters; 

There is not n weak spot in tho cast. E. 
M. Boll was perfect as Lord Windermere, 
Julia Artliur is a sweet and consistent 
though perliaps atriflostagy Lady Winder- 
in(^ro, and it would be dillicult to improve 
■upon the work of May Brookyn as tho ad- 
venturess, Mrs. F.rlyiHie. Maurice Larry- 
moro is alw.iys excellent, but he scarcely 
■does full justico to his uncpicstionable abil- 
ity In tho part of Lord Darlington. Still 
he is very much better in tho role than nine 
•out of ten ordinary actora would be. 

"Ninety Days," William Gillette's spec- 
tacular melodrama, without a doubt con- 
tains the most elahorato scenic and me- 
chanical cfi'ects ever seen on the American 
stage. Much of it seems inipo.ssiblo, and 
yet thero it is before one's eyes. The i)ince 
Is drawing largo iiudieuces to tho Bro.'id- 
way theater. The story is rather interest 
Ing, and tlio dramatic coloring is very 
.strong in spots, and yet tho play is .some- 
what tedious at times, as all dnimas of 
that class aro apt to bo. Where soniu e.-c- 
-ceptionally fine scenery is used in a produc- 
' tion, the rest of it, which would ordinarily 
be considered very elaborate, becomes tame 
by comparison. In other words, too much 
of a good thing palls upon the appetite. 
* Besides about 40 speaking parts, there are 
in "Ninety Days" a largo number of extra 
people, including ballet dancers, members 
of the All America and Chicago baseball 
teams, "citizens" of diCCcrent countries, 
etc. It must have cost a great deal of 
money to mount tho pieco in such a lavish 
manner, and the expense of running it is 
necessarily cTKU'mous. "Ninety Days" can- 
not be ealleil a draniutic f^'om, but it is un- 
qucstioual)! y :\ scenic jewel.

Ormsby, an eccentric indivi<lual worth 
about $18,l)U(),inA), ilies, leaving a will by 
the terms of which his second cousin, Ma- 
tilda Watkins, will inlierit everything pro- 
vided that sho shall within 00 days marry 
llc/.ekiah 11 utchiiisnn, t he elilest son of his 
old cla.>-sm.-.ti'.

man had matrimonial designs is a mission- 
ary in liurjnah, it is (jnite eviilent that Ma- 
tilda has a pretty t.iugU job .ahead of her. 
liut sliu starts out tn limk tor him anyway. 
So does a delcelivc, who, spiuTed on by a 
promi.-^e from .Mrs. \'aii rJusi'Uton of one- 
third of the Cytale if he sli.ill succeed in de- 
laying th- liiidini,' of He/.eki;ili beyond the 
00 day.s, gets to K;,'yi)t ahe;id uf tlie mission- 
ary I'.untei-s, whniii he arraiiL;ei tu h.ave 
locked up in a uiadlu iu:-e. I'roni this dcr 
eidcdly awkward posit inn the party is res- 
cueil by tlie American I)aseball iilayers. 

In I'.ii'.-mah tho missionary is found, l)ut 
not until the villain has succeedeil in mak- 
ing himself solid with King Thera AV.addi, 
wiio seems to have promised to poison all 
tho good travelers as well as the mission- 
ary. Tho pitchers containing wine are 
changed by a slave, andTherii and hLs min- 
ions drmk the ^vrong stuff. Tho dead body 



of tho king is proppc<l up on tho royal p.a- 
Innquin, mid thero is another escape. 

There is n r-.niarkable shipwreck scene, 
followed by !ui adventure on an iceberg. 
Both of these .are wonders of stage mechan- 
ism, and tho ell'ects produced aro realistic 
in the extreme. "Ninety Days" ends plea.s- 
nntly, and jvliile it will not add to Mr. Gil- 
lette's reput;ition as a iilaywright it nmst 
be admitted that tlio blending of dialogue 
and inciiieiit lias been very neatly and in- 
geniously brought about. 

Mme. Dose's engagement at tho Fifth 
,A.vcnuo theater has not been as succcssfnl 
from the l)o.\ oflicc standpoint us it should 
Lave been. Thi.s is duo to the fact that 
New York theater goers :is a class do not 
appreciate art for art's sake. A great many 
persons have been to see Dnso once, just be- 
cause it was the jiroper thing to do, but tho 
play, not the acting, being tho thing with 
thein, they have since stidd away, as they 
could not understand tho dialogue. 

If Duse were an Knglisli or American 
woman, she would have created a veritable 
.sen.sation in New York, but tho mjusscs of 
the people will not pay largo prices to hear 
old plays in Italiim. lb is, however, en 
couraging to know thot the great actress' 
business has been "picking up." I have 
heard that the Rosenfelds expect to bring 
her back to this city for a return engage- 
ment, and that they hope then to receive 
the full reward of their great enterprise in 
bringing such an expensive attraction to 
America. 

Thero aro sorao signs which are encour- 
aging as to tho future of the stage, but 
there are many more which are decidedly 
tho reverse. Ono hopeful indication is the 

decadence of negro minstrelsy. Four or 
five years ago certain burnt cork "artists" 
received enormous salaries, and the min- 
strel orgaiii/.atiiiiis, or at least the larger 
ones, actually coined money. Now these 
same performers are glad to work for one- 
half luid in many cases one-third of their 
former pay, while mo.st of tho companies 
lind it a dillicult matter to m.ake both ends 
meet. 

Another pleasing symiitom is that when 
Atigustin Daly early in tlio present season 
produced those two \vi ill liless and f ensele.ss 
trilles, "Little Mis.-, illiuii" and "A Test 
Case," tho reception aeconled them was hO 
cold that they were speedily withdra\>ni. 
Since he began his old comedy revivals, 
however, his beautiful playhouse has been 
crowded at nearly every performance, and 
most of tiie productions were extended be- 
yond the time allotted to them. 

The other side of t he picture slio-., brutal 
prizefighters, not^.nicais divorcees, uisrapu- 
table housebreakers and released bank 
robbers as "stars." Of the flstio fraternity 
^Yo have us shining lights of the stage John 
L. Sullivan, James J. Corhett, George 
Dixon, and will soon have Jack McAuliile 
and Peter Jackson, the colored antipodean, 
who is to play Uncle Tom in Harriet 
Beecher Stowe's drama, "Uncle Tom's 
Cabin." Burghiry fumhshes its quota in 
"Spike'' Hennessey and "Kid" McCoy. Tho 
department of banks and bank opening 
contributes that flower of the profes 
sion, James Duniap, who earned fame 
and a dozen yeais of imprisomuent by 
tho prominent part ho phayed in tho 
Northampton afi'air, while the divorce

accepted thia proposition, but inaloud ho 
wrote a letter repudiating tho arrangement 
and demanding hia month's stipend in ad- 
vance as usual, otherwise ho would bring 
the matter before tho congregation, Thia 
waa really tho beginning of the trouble. 
Mr. McMicking proceeded to rcpudi' 
ate tho statement made in tho 
counter petition, and claimed that the great 
majority of the congregation were not ic 
sympathy with tho pastor. Somo of tho 
old members — tho bono and sinew of St. 
Andrew's church — were to-day in rebellion 
against the pastor. The correspondenee be- 
tween the treasurer and the pastor on tho 
question of salary, and the proposal to pay 
i!150 on account, were read by Mr, Mc- 
Micking. 

At this stage of tho proceedings there 
was an atljourumcnt ot tho Synod for 
lunch. Oil resuming buainess, 

Mr. McMicking again took the platform 
and asked if the petitioners would have tho 
right of reply. 

.The point Vr-as discussed at considerable 
length, and it was finally decided that each 
party would havo tho right of being heiird 
only once, 

Mr. McMicking read voluminous .jor- 
rospondence passing between tho pastor iind 
the Board of Maimgera on tho (juestion of 
stipend, and claimed that tho potitionera 
appeared on behalf of tho majority of the 
congregation, and that thoir action through- 
out was consistent and in the intore-sCs of 
the church. He did not dispute the ability 
of Mr. Maoleod, but he asserted that that 
gentleman was unworkable and unmanage- 
able. 

Mr. Bnllantyno submitted a finmoial 
statement of tho affairs of St, Andrew's 
church for tbo past five years. In ilSSS, 
when Mr, Maoleod became pastor, tho 
general revenue was $5,755 ; the expendi- 
ture, $6,153 ; deficit, $.308 ; 1889, revenue, 
$5,647 ; expenditure, $6,112 ; deficit, $463.; 
1890, revenue, $7,047 ; expenditure, $0,48.3 ; 
credit, S5G4 ; 1891, revenue, S6,391 ; ex- 
penditure, §7.10U ; deficit, §715; lS9:i, 
revenue, 50, 157 ; expenditure, $6,501; de- 
ficit, $t04. It would thus be seen that 
with one exception there had been a deficit 
every year. Then there waa a deficit on the 
building account, which, with the revenue 
deficit, made a showing of $2,910 on the 
wrong aide of the ledger. There waa, in 
addition, an interest account. St. Andrew's 
church cost about f62,0U0, the congregation 
contributing §14,000. A sum of iJ-lG.OUO waa 
borrowed from tho lato Hon. John Hobson, 
and a subsequeut SoO,000 from tho simie 
Bonrce. On this sum no interest whatever 
had been paid, and the interest now amount- 
ed to S1'J,.'!10. In other words, the church 
was behind $I4,.'i97. To pay interest on 
this would take if 1,71)7 per annum, which 
was a very serioua consideration for the cnu- 
j»regatioD, and would in live years run the 
church into bankruptcy. Mr. Ballantyne 
defended the action of llio petitioners and 
tho old board of mauagora in all they had 
done, and concluded by stating that he be- 
lieved the only salvation of the church was 
a change in the pastorate. 

Mr. Hutcheaon, as an old member of St. 
Andrew's church, declared his opinion that 
Mr, Macleod's position as a preacher hero 
had been much impaired, and that he 
ought to retire. 

Thia concluded the case for tho poti- 
tionera. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod took the platform in 
support of tho action of the sesaion and him- 
self. He declared he would much prefer to 
havo left tho case in tho lianda of hia breth- 
ren, but there were certain points which, 
perhaps, ho could make clear better than 
others. For twenty-ono years ho had la- 
bored in tho ministry, and thia was his first 
experience in defending himself before a 
Synod, or of having any disagreement 
with the congregation with v.-hich ho 
had been connected. Ho proceeded 
to review tho statement as made 
by the previous speakers, stoting there 
woro but 3S0 circulars printed aaking tho 
opiniona of the congregation. There were 
but 340 members on the roll, and of these 
:150 hud voted in support of the continuance 
of his pastorate, and but six against. It 
bad been said that atone of the cont^rega- 
tional meetings the members of hia family 
had voted ; but it should bo ren:cmbered 
that tho families of tho managers were also 
present, and oxoroiaed their right of voting. 
.Speaking of tho retired board of managers, 
he stated that when they resigned on 
October 31, no vote of thanks was tendered 
to them, but they subaecjucntly had a paper 
aect from door to door, getting signatures 
to euoh a vote. Tho petitioners had not 
the honesty to avow thoir real intention in 
thoir petition — tho diuaolnlion of the paator- 
al tie — but two of tho speakers had juat 
let it o'.it. If he believer! that he had not 
tho support nf the real majority of tho con- 
gregation, or that tho severanco of the 
paatoral tie would bo beneficial to the 
church, tbo tin would not last an huur. No 
doubt Mr. McMicking, in all he Imd saiii 
anil done, waa acting from a scnae ef duty, 
but it waa a sense of duty wliich liad in- 
duced the fanatics of old to pile tho faggots 
round the bodies of Christian inartyrs. 
.Speaking of the results of the meetings of 
the congregation and the votes taken on those 
occasions, tho reverend gontlemun pointed 
out that the circulars isaued brought in an 
open vote in his favor of 150, while tho 
iggcHt votes for tho petitioners woro "o and 
CS. From this point ho argued that the 
majority of tho congregation wcro with 
him. If, as the petitioners alleged, they 
were loyal to tho present board of 
mamigers, why did they oppose the 
and cause all this trotiblo 



ing hia ealary \a advance in October last. 
Knowing ttM feeling of the board of man- 
agers on ("he subject, from conversation 
with the treasurer, he at once saw that a 
prinoiplo waa involved, for if it were once 
admitted that the board had the right to 
change the mode of paying his salary, they 
would also olaim the right of .changing tho 
amount. Had these men-'xibme forward ao 
did their successors, hei'i'wpnld,' willingly 
have rendered all the aaststiEinael he could. 
Speaking on the question'! of >, finance, Mr, 
Nlaoleod said that no brother bad a right to 
chargo to him the deficits in the Church ac- 
counts. If they made the charge that he 
had anything to do with it, ho should have 
an opportunity of dealing with tbo question 
from the other side, It was not fair for 
Mr. Ballantynu to mako tho insinuations 
and statementH ho had done. If hia advice 
had been tadeu two years ago the cliurch 
would be in a good financial position to- 
day; but, oven aa it waa, the managers 
were willing to undertake all reaponsibility, 
and felt sanguine that they would pull 
through tho difliculties if they had but tho 
loyal support of the congregation. Kepro- 
senting the church us in a atuto of b-ink- 
ruptoy waa not calculated to swell the 
inend)orflhip. 

" You need, said Mr. Macleod, " eveiy 
niaii, woiuan and child in tho church to help 
you, and yaa can't do it if you divide the 
ccngregation," Tho reverend gentleman 
concluded by saying that ho would leave 
the whole case in tho hands of the Synod. 

Dr. Milne c:<plaincd that St. Andrew's 
church '.vaa far from bankrupt ; it waa right 
on the other road. Things had been mis- 
nnmagod in tho church, for which perhaps 
ho wa:3 not altogether irresponaiblo ; but a 
brighter time waa coming. They v/ero now 
practising all the economy possibb. About 
S>7,300 would cover tho expenses of this 
year, while last year they wcro about 
.'?lU,uOO. Ho reviewed the case at length, 
and doidared the meetings of the congrega- 
tion to have been noisy and calculated to 
ofleud tho paator. 

The Synod hero adjourned for supper, 
'And on resuming, 

Rev. Mr. Winchester continued the do- 
bate on bebalt of the session and pastor. 
Ho snid that he know many of tho petition- 
ers intimately, and from what he knew and 
had hoard, he was convinced that they bad 
n very weak case. The circular of which ao 
much had been said, was not the work of 
the pastor alone, but the joint work of, tho 
wholB'board. As to the meeting of the con. 
gregation oyer whioh be presided, ho con- 
tended that he had ruled according to tho 
laws of the church, and that tho congre- 
gation had no power to interfere with tho 
salary of tho pastor. After all, tho peti- 
tioners had but their opinions to lose, and 
these at tho market value — no religious 
principles. But what had Mr. Macleod 
to lose ? A character as a miuiater of tho 
gospel '! 

Mr. Finlayson denounced tho potitionera 
aa incoufciatent. Thoy induced Mr, Macleod 
o come to Victoria, guaranteeing him a 
alary, and how that he, aa their paator, 
had built up a congregation of ,'->G0, they 
wanted to break faith with him. He 
hoped the petition would be diamiaaed. 

'The Moderator here called upon Mr, 
Robertson to reply on behalf of tho peti- 
tiouora, and a long (liacussion eiiaued, in 
which it was argued that tho ruling of the 
morning— that each parly bo heard but 
once— should hold good. Tho Moderator 
understood that the right of reply was in- 
tended, and it was ultimately decided to al- 
low fifteen minutes for reply on both sides. 

Mr, Robertson availed himeolf of tho op- 
portunity and proceeded to refer to several 
statements made by Rev, Mr. Macleod and 
Rev. Mr. Winchester. Ho asked that a 
committee he appoiuted to investigate tho 
whole subject. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod also replied, recom- 
mending those members of the session who 
were not present daring the earlier part of 
the session to read the petition and counter 
petition. 

The suggestion was adopted, and for up- 
wards of half an hour the reading of the 
documents was proceeded'with. 

Rev. Mr. Maxwell started tho cjeneral 
discussion by 'Stating that the members 
from Vancouver wished that the Presbyter- 
ians of Victoria would settle their, own 
atfairs. If but half tho zeal or half tho in- 
telligence displayed during tho day by the 
apeakers, pro and con, had been directed to- 
warda peace, there was no doubt that, in. 
ster.d of the bre.ich no painfully apparent, 
all would be dwelling in harmony, lie 
urged upon them to forget and forgive, and 
moved that the petition bu dismissed. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell aaid ho feared if tho 
motion were seconded and carried it would 
not settle the dispute on either aide. He 
therefore moved that tho matter bo 
referred to a synodical conimiaaion, 
consisting of tho following miuiatera 
and Mr. Thornton Fell : Meaara. ScouUur, 
Young, McLaren, and MacRae (Nanuimo). 
The commission to havo power to examine 
into the case and report to tho Synod, and 
if an amicable settlement could not thus be 
arrived at, then either party to he allowed 
tlie right of appeal to tho General Assembly 
to bo held in Bruntlord in June. 

Rev. Mr. McLaren said ho did not care 
to have thrown upon his shoulders a ro- 
aponaibility which tho wholo Synod did not 
seem diapoaed to share. He did not think 
tho conimiaaion would be a success, as 
uhould it arrive at a finding that finding 
would in all probability not be satisfactory. 
Ho thought it would be better for the 
pastor and tho congregation to part in peace 
than continue together inistruggle, He^ 
however, hoped there would be no parting' 
and n:\pved that the petitioners be urged to 
accept the ofTer of conciliation made by the 
minister, and that they be brought together 
in a spirit of Christian brotherhood ; should 
this fail, that they bo recommended to ask 
the Synod to organizo them into another 
congregation. 

Rev, Mr. Fraeer seconded tho umend- 
rnenl. 

Rev. Dr. Kobertuon, superintendent of 
iniaaioiia, auggestod that tho matter bo de- 
ferred until Friday morning. Tho sugges- 
tion waa adopted und the Synod adjourned
